No Menace to Russia. 


Machiavellian explanations of every move on 
the political chessboard have been pleased to 
see in this forward movement an attempt on 
the part of Great Britain to utilize the oppor- 
tunity of Russian embarrassments in the far 
east to settle finally the destinies of Tibet. 
The explanation of the advance into Tibet, 
however, is quite unsensational, and has no 
essential connection whatever with the larger 
issues of Anglo-Russian rivalry in Asia. : 
Ever since the establishment of the British 
protectorate over Nepal, Sikkim, and Bhutan 


ful relations of those states with Thibet, 
Engiand has had troubles with the govern- 
ment at Lhassa. Our Himalayan protégés 
have a considerable frontier trade with 
Tibet, and they naturally look to England 
to see that it is conducted with equity and the 
ordinary securities of civilized life. To this 
end a series of treaties have been concluded 
with China in her capacity of suzerain of 
Tibet. Unfortunately these arrangements 
have proved quite ineffective. Every pos- 
sible impediment has been placed in the way 
of Indian traders, and the Tibetans them- 
selves have been encouraged to raid the fron- 
tier, and assert claims for which there is no 
justification. Indeed, in 1889, the Indian 
government was compelled to send a small 
expedition to chastise the Tibetan raiders, 


who had invaded Sikkim. 
| Tibetans Ignore Treaties. | 

‘In 1890 and 1898 fresh treaties were signed 
providing for the delimitation of the Sikkim- 
Tibet frontier, the opening of Yatung in the 
Chumbi valley to trade, and the free passage 
of certain merchandise across the frontier. 
Once more both the Chinese and the Tibetans 
refused to observe their pledges. ‘The frontier 
remained undelimitated; Yatung was barred 
againet the southern trader, and a determined 
effort was' made to discourage all commercial 
relations with the British Raj and his 
protégés. 

In reply to remonstrances from this coun- 
try the Chinese government proposed last 
year that commissioners should be sent to 
the frontier to arrange a new modus vivendi,

From first to last there has been no break 
in the ranks of the packers and practically 
none in those of the men. The two opposing 
forces confront one another as solidly as the 
day the strike was called. , 


’ Increasing the Output. 

‘From beginning in a small way when the 
workers walked out the packers have gone 
on, getting new men tnto their plants until 
they say they will be in position in a few 
days to operate all departments at nearly 
the normal rate.

Large détails of police were sent to the 
stockyards district and to the packing houses 
at the beginning of the strike. The guard 
was increased as the struggle progressed 
with the result that there has not been any- 
thing like a real riot in connection with the 
industrial struggle.

* On the expiration of the old agreement. 
‘May 28; the union, under the leadership of 
‘President ‘Donnelly,. asked for’ a’ blanket 
‘contract covering all plants and all classes 
of workers. Uniform wages were demanded 
for men doing the same work in each estab- 
lishment and the minimum set by the union 
for unskilled men was.

The ma- 
chine is one of ten that are being installed 


in the mines of Joseph Leiter at Zeigler, Ill.— 


hat Trade Shall the Boy Learn? 
Photo-Engraving. 


This article is based on information obtained from Thomas P. O'Neill, business 
ee ere secretary of Photo-Engravers’ union No. 5. 


RE is _a large class of young men 
who are so situated that they wish to 
learn a trade and yet are fitted through 
education and temperament for a 
grade of occupation considerably high- 

er than that offered by most trades. To them 
the selection of a craft is infinitely more 
complicated than for him who is less for- 


And here the mine mule makes his exit.

The wage scale of the journcymor 
Giffers in the different branches of the trade, 
The minimum for the photographers and 
etchers is $21 per wesk, and for the other 
branches slightly less.

The 
men who follow this branch of tne trade 
are also the best paid. The best of them 
earn $35 per week for wages. To attain the 
excellence that will carry with it such a 
salary the workman will have to apply him- 
self to the study of his trade for a longer 
period than is required before he becomes a 
journeyman. In the trade of the engraver 
there is apparently no time when one man 
will know all that is to be known about his 


‘trade. Engravers who have worked at the 


trade for years after the completion of their 
apprenticeship say that they are learning 
something new in the trade each day. 
* 

Temperament Is Important. 
| The qualities necessary for the young man 
who will make a successful engraver to pos- 
sess are numerous. He should first of all 
be sure that he has a genuine liking for the 
work. Five years is a long time to serve 
while learning a trade, and there are many 
young men who begin to learn, work at it for 
a year or two, and then, tired of it, drop it 
and go to something else, But to him who 
has a real liking for the work and a tem- 
perament inclined to the artistic the five 
years will hardly prove irksome. There will 
always be enough interest for him in the 
trade to prevent him from regretting that 
he ever entered its ranks. 

He will, however, find that it is a trace 
that is apt to prove trying to his health. 
The engraver has to work sometimes under 
trying conditions, in extreme light and heat, . 
and then shift to a room absolutely dark,” 
This will prove decidedly harmful to the 
young man with weak eyes. In some branch-. 
es chemicals and acids of a dangerous nature 
are employed, so the trade can scarcely be 
classified among the healthful ones. 

But aside from this there ate few draw- 
hacks to the trade of the engraver. If he is 
a competent workman he will be practically 
always sure of work at good wages; if he 
becomes an expert, skilled in the different 
kinds of work in the craft, he will be always 
sure of work at excellent wages; and the 
fact that the engravers, almost without ex- 


ception, express satisfaction with their trade 


should substantiate the expressed opinion 


that the trade is a good one to follow.

It is a curious fact that the prohibition 
movement in England was first organized 
through the refusal in 1840 of a life insurance 
company to accept a total abstainer at its or- 
dinary advertised rates. 

The medical advisers of the company held 
that total abstention not only subjected its 
professor to unusual risks of infection but 
also implied such a peculiar character, s0 
different from that of the average man on 
which their statistics were based, that these 


could not be relied upon in determining the ° 


risk. 


founder of London. He was 26 years of age, 
a total abstainer, and a Quaker. He im- 
mediately set about forming an insurance 
company of his own, and with the assistance 
of other total abstainers and members of the 
Society of Friehds soon succeeded in estab- 


lishing the United Kingdom Total Abstainers’ 


Life association, in which Warner took out 
the first policy. 


Abstainers Live Longest. 

In 1849 a new department was added to the 
company, to which nonabstaining members 
were admitted. However, only those who 
used alcohol fn such moderation that no 
lesion from its use could be detected at the 
time were admitted. The nameof the society 
was changed to the United Kingdom Tem- 
perance and General Provident institution. 


From 1866 to 1901 the statistics of each sec- 


tion were kept sepatately. 5 
During this thirty-six years, in the moder 
ate drinking division there occurred 11,241 
deaths, with claims amounting to $12,909,635, 
In the temperance division there were 6,300 
deaths, with claims of $7,243,110. Accerding 
to calculations based on the probability fig- 
ures of the institute of actuaries, there 
should haye occurred 11,727 and 8,838 d2aths 
respectively. The deaths among the moder- 
ate drinkers were 486 less than was to have 
been expected, while those among the total 
abstainers were 2,588 less, a striking differ~ 
ence in favor of the prohibitionists.

Doesn't Pay. 
By Albert Rice... 


HERE is little agitation against lottery 

gamiline nowadays, and the two-or 
. three extensive organizations ‘which 
continue to sell tickets to the public 
| in devious ways are enormously rich, 
and but little hindered by the réstrictions 
placed upon their business.” . by- the. gov-: 
ernment. One of these companies sold nearly 
$200,000 worth of tiqkets in Chicago last . 
year, although much af this patronage Came 
are. no. 
euthorized agents. 

Nearly all of tis illegal was Bone 
with poor people, and it is estimated that 
there are more than 10,000 laborers, clerks, 
#nd mechanics in Chicago who are confirmed 
lottery gamblers, who invest from 25 cents. 
to $2 every month, and who have been ad- 
dicted*to this habit of gambling: for years. 
About one in every hundred of these, accord- 
ing to estimates made by attachés of the 
lotteries, “‘come out even.’ and about 75 
per cent.do-not win.a dollar in a year. 

Various commissions ate paid to the au- 
thorized agents of the lotteries, and somé of 
them pay’‘regular salaries from $10 to 
25 @ week to “ boosters,’ who expatiate 
on the chances of winning, and spread about 
town the location of places where the tickets 
can be had. The enormous profits of the‘ 
companies, all of which are now operated 
from cities outside of the United States, can 

be stirmised when it is known that they oc- 
saber pay out enormo sums in prizes, 
and yet never curtail the v ‘expenses which . 
the exploitation . of their contraband tickets 
requires, 


The best advertisement the lotteries can 
get is that which comes of the boasting of 
occasional winners, for lottery gambling is 
like all other forms in that the winners never 
fail to publish their successes, while the 
‘losers are invariably given to the main- 
tenance of a discreet silence. The seif-de- 
ludings vagaries of the lottery fiend are, per- 
haps, the most interesting, as they are also 
the most senseless symptoms of his mania, 
but some of the stories of “ lucky numbers,” 


unfounded expectation, and final disappoint- 
ment 


as ‘told about lottery “ investment,” 
are interesting, ludicrous, or tragic. 

A fewdays ago a confirmed lottery’player, 
who is bill clerk in a Chicago wholesale 
house, was run down by an eutomobile in — 
Michigan avenue. Although severely shaken 
up, he leaped to his feet and ran madly after 
the car, the driver of which was frightened- 
_ to find himself pursued. The hatless, pan}- 
dng clerk was satisfied as’soon as he ca t 
a glimpse of the. ke of the automobile 
and‘quit the chase, comrade coming up, 
asked him whether he meant to attack the 
, chauffeur. “ No, I never thought of that,” 
“I was never run over -

Years Without 


Luke Brady, an $id drayman in St. Louis, 
played the lottery for thirty years without 
success. One day last year he received a tel- 
egram from the company. which said: Un- 
derstand youve played our lottery for thirty 
years and never won. Have decided to give. 
prize to your ticket next month. Wire your 
pumber."" Poor old Luke was almost wild 
He began to negotiate for the 
sale of his team and dray, and quite made up 
kis mind to go home to Ireland to spend his 
money and his old age. Luckily hé cefifided 
‘to the young busdéness man for whom he did 
most of his teaming, and that wise young 
person advised him to wait till he had: the 
leutery money safe in the bank before doing 
anything that might prove rash. 

The story that Luke was to be “ handed om 
the capital prize leaked out and encouraged 
many a worthless friend to borrow a dollar 
cr two from the lucky teamster, To realize — 
at once on his fortune Brady began to spend 
money pretty freely and to do as little work | 
a3 possible. “~The young business man had 
frequently urged the folly of lottery gam- 
bling on his old Irish employé, and now he 
warned him that perhaps there was some 
hoax or some mistake about that telegram. 
No, there-.couldn’t be, Luke swore, and 
pulled out the well thumbed, often read dis- 
patch from the company. As the day of the 
drawing arrived Luke was simply incapable 
of work. He came down to his friend’s store’ 
arrayed in a new suit and with many ‘gills of 
anticipatory celebration stowed beneath his 


‘belt. He was hectic, nervous, smiling to 


himself, the observed and@ the envy of ail 
who knew what he was waiting for. To- 


wards quitting time a boy 
witha telegram for Luke Brady. With 
feverish delight he opened it and read: 
* Luke. Brady, St. Louis, Mo.:. Sorry you

. Less happy was the experience of the fore- 
-man of one of the great printing offices of 
New York. The lottery habit was growing 
in the office, and Brown, the foreman, was 
the most invetérate player. He had won a 
few small prises, and he began to notice that 
the tickets he purchased on Friday often 
won more they cost. ‘*‘ That ought to 
settle it,” he mused. “I'll buy one on Fri- 
day, the 13th, and see what happens.” He 
did ‘\g0, and as the proposed big prize of that 
month was to be $60,000 he bought a full 
ticket. He made no secret of his hopes, and 
when the drawing day approached most of 
the men in the shop knew that Brown was 
looking for ‘‘a killing.” It is customary on 
the night of the drawings to telegraph the 
numbers which drew the great prizes to all 
of the big agencies, where they are printed 
in black faced type on slips of plain white 
paper. 

- One of the printers got hold of this slip be- 
fore Brown had seen it, and, realizing at 
once that the foreman’'s ticket had touched 
none of the largest prizes, thoughtlessly de- 
cided to set up and print a fake list with the 
foreman's number as the winner of the $9@0,- 
000. Brown, who had seen a score of similar 
lists, fell into the trap in a minute. His 
comrades were astonished to see him put on 
bis hat and coat, call his assistant, and an- 
nounce in a loud voice that he was going to 
mg instantly. He declared vociferously that 

be had won $60,000 in the lottery, and that he 
would leave-in the morning tocollectit. The 
practical joker who printed the fake slip of 
ers was more surprised and scared at 

the result of his joke than any one. But he

powerful man of the most violent temper. 
Brown was permitted to go his way, and for 
days and nights the office was in constant 
dread lest he should find out that he had 
been fooled and return - a fury.

Nearly three thousand people witnessed the 
bicycle and motor cycle meet given jointly 
by the western division of the Century Road 
Club agsociation and-the Chicago Motor 
Cycle club at ee park track yesterday 
afternoon. 

In the ten mile handicap for the champion- 
ship of the C. R. C. A., Otto Jacoby, who, 
with ‘Herman Hultgren, started from 
scratch, sprung a surprise by winning,the 
race by a-few inches after a desperate sprint. 
The time,.25:45, was fast, considering that a 
strong wind was against the riders" on the 
north side of the track. 

The: feature of the motor cycle race was 
the great riding of Frank X. Zirbes and An- 
thony} Nichols in the fifteen mile event. The 


‘formér had a start of thirty seconds, but as

friends at the clubhouse and in the paddock. 

R. Thomas added St. Valentine. to the 
list of starters in the Great Republic, maki 
eight in all. The Duryea entry, Mercury an 
Aceful, was favorite at 11 to 5, while as good 
as 10 to 1 could be had against Delhi, which 
was one of the most surprising .things con- 
nected with the race, Keene saying the colt 
ought to be favorite. | 


Delhi Leads at Start. 

There was a slight delay before the bar- 
rier was released. Delhi had the rail and 
Odom took advantage of that position. The 
colt showed in front passing the stand and 
began to open up a gap.

MAINE COAST DWELLERS 
» GET RICH QUICK BY WRECK. 


Steamship City of Rockland Goes Ashore 
and So-Called Pirates Find Every- 
* thing from Lace to Automobiles. 


Batigor, Me., Aug. 5.—[Special.J—When a 
steamboat is wrecked on the coast of Maine 
then.is 4 grand harvest time for the fisher-. 
men and other coast dwellers, who usually 
are described by steamboat men as pirates. 

The wreck this week at Gangway ledge, 
Penobscot bay, of the Dig sidewheel steamer 
Chy of Rockland afforded these coast pil- 

a chance to get rich quick’ on a 
small scale, for the Rockland carried a great 
catgo of miscellaneous merchandise, inc) ud- - 
ing everything from laces, canned peaches, 
and whisky to $3,000 automobiles. 

The steamer struck at 5:36 o’clock in the 
morning in a thick fog, three hours before 
the passengers were taken off. Shortly aft- 
erward’ the crew and officers left, so the 
steamer and its rich freight were easy prey 
to the wreckers. For six hours it was sur- 
rounded by a fleet of smal! boats, estimated 
to number 200 sall, and a wild scramble for 
the abandoned wealth began. The steamer 
lay high up on a ledge with the stern out and 
the forward part of the vessel submerged 
ut Tiigh water. At every rise of the swell a 
carioad of freight washed out of the forward 
gahgways. where the fishermen page on

Averting Foreign Complications. 


With regard to the foreign cofuplications 
by which the czar is menaced he may be re- 
lied upon to devote all his energy and that 
of his government to averting them, since 
he feels convinced that Russia has every- 
thing to lose and nothing to gain by the in- 
tervention of the other powers in his conflict 
with Japan. Sooner than give any pretext 
for interference he continues to submit to 
the galling and humiliating restrictions of 
that treaty which debars him from the use 
of his Black sea fleet of over eighty ships in 
the present war, and which keeps this big 
naval force shut up in an inland sea. It may 
be questioned whether if. the United States 
or Great Britain found th © ~“ives in a sig- 
ilar predicament public sen..ment would n 
compel their respective governments to re- 
pudiate an agreement forced upon one OFf an- 
other of them by a coalition of powers at a 
time of national disaster, and would proclaim 
that no treaty was binding which attempted

Czar Bows to Britain. 


As for the problems arising from the seizure 
by Russian cruisers of vessels flying neutral 
flags and believed to be carrying contraband 
supplies for Japan the czar has to a great 
extent averted danger of complications aris- 
ing from this source by undertaking to make 
full reparation in all cases where it can be 
shown that the merchantmen seized or sunk 
had contraband on board. In such cases 
as those which have recently taken place the 
first step made by the power under whose fldg 
the neutral ship has sailed is to appeal for 
redress to the government which has com- 
mitted the injury. If that meets with re- 
sponse and promise of redress in the eyent 
of wrong being proved, there the matter ends. 
for in giving satisfaction the former of the 
two powers admits a standard of right com- 
mon to both nations. It is only when the re- 
quest for reparation meets with no response 
that the resort to arms becomes pardonable. 
For there is in that case no authority to. 
which both can appeal, and which can not 
only. decide between them but also enforce 
its judgment. | 

Big Navy Enforces Demands. — 

This being the case and force being the 
only alternative of a promise of reparation 
it naturally follows that the latter will al- 
ways be more readily accorded to a power 
that possesses a strong fleet capable of re- 
prisals then to one which has a weak navy. 
And even with every desire to do full jus- 
tice to the sense of fairness of the czar and 
his desire to avoid foreign complications it 
may be questioned if Russia would have so 
readily surrendered the Malacca had the 
latter been sailing under the flag of Portugal 
instead of under that of a nation possessed 
of so powerful a navy as Great Britain. Un- 
der the circumstances the seizures by Russia 
of neutral ships suspected of carrying con- 
traband furnishes a strong argument in 
favor of the increase of the American fleet. 

Pope’s Troubles with France.

The remarkable increase of cordiality be- 
tween the vatican and the Italian govern- 
ment renders probable this solution of the 
economic problem with which Pius would be 
confronted were the concordat to be annulled 
by France, for which legislative consent is, 
however, indispensable. Certain it is that 
the papacy would enjoy a far greater amount

THE ‘UNITED STATES CANNOT OF BECEDE. 

The Russian prize court at Vladivostok 
has ordered the confiscation of the flour on 
the Arabia, which was consigned to Japa- 
nese ports, and has released that consigned 
to Hongkong. The conclusion to he drawn 
from. the brief statement of the action of the 
court is that it regarded the shipment of the 
flour to a country. with which Rusggia is.at 
war as the sole and sufficient 
for its confiscation. 

From the American point of wlaeicnied 
the flour which has been taken was shipped 
by an American citizen—that reason is nit 
sufficient. The United States has for more 
than a century been the consistent and per- 
sistent advocate of the principle that pro- 


visions are not contraband of war unless i 
they are consigned to a blockaded port, or | 


are evidently intended for military use. As 


early as 1793, when France was at’ war| 


with Great Britain and several continental 
powers, the United States protested earp- 


| estly against the course of the respective 


belligerents in attempting to make 1 food- 


stuffs contraband of war. . 
‘That was -the natural. position for this 


country to take at that time, and its com- | | 


mercial interests require it to adhere to that 
position today with even greater firmness 
and determination than it did in its feeble 
youth. It is the greatest exporter of food- 

Last year the United States sold to Great 
| Britain over $160,000,000 worth of food- 

stuffs. Suppose that country-were at war 
with: Buropean powers whose fleets did not 
attempt to blockade its ports, but endeav- 
ored to capture on the high seas neutral 
ships with cargoes of American grain and 
meats for the consumption of the English 
people—not the soldiers or the sailors but 
the noncombatants. ..The. American gov- 
ernment would do more than protest. It 
would send its battleships and cruisers to 
guard the cargoes of foodstuffs and to, de- 
fend them if an attempt were made to seize

JAMES MADISON. 

| This is the sixth of the monthly editorial articles 
on American statesmen. 

James Madison, like William ITI. of Eng- 
land, who fought campaign after campaign 
and slept in wet ditch after wet ditch when. 
his physicians assured him that he conld not 
leave his bed, is a vivid historical commen- 
itary on modern civil service wisdom in mdk- 
ing physical vigor a condition to employ- 
ment. 

“ Mrs. Madison, anid Washington Irv- 
ing during a visit to the national capital, 
“is a fine, portly, buxom dame, but_as to 
‘Jemmy Madison-—ah! poor Jemmy—he is 
‘but a withered little Apple John.” With- 
ered, however, was an inexact epithet. 
Madison had never attained to’ any sucb 
state of efflorescehce as to make contrac- 

tidn possible, Like Sarah sernbardt, he 
‘could calculate his fluctuations in weight by 
ounces rather than by pounds. Like Vol- 
taire, he seemed to have a body composed of 
already wornout and discarded fragments 
from the cosmic junk heap. Like Pope,.he | 
cou speak of “ this long disease—niy life.” 
Yet, like many of the illustrious invaids 
whose labors for the enrichment of human 
history can never be invalidated, he perse- 
vered through a moderate, careful prime to 
‘an extreme old age. 

‘When he went to the Virginia convention 
of 1776 he was 25. When he went to the 
‘Virginia convention of 1829 he was 78. And 
‘it-was not till 1886, when he was 85, that 
| disease could find ample enough lodgment

Ad- 
ministratively, the war was a failure. | 
Yet Madison went out of office almost as 
popular as he was when he went in. His 
popularity lay among. the judicious who 
leavened the lump, and the judicious could 
never forget the part which he had played 
in forming the constitution which riyeted, 
if it did not weld, the thirteen states into one | 


| nation. 


As an undergraduate at Princeton Madi- 
son had founded the American whig society. 
In that society he had discussed the princi- 
ples of governmént fill, although both by 
physique and by temperament he was un- 
fitted to be an orator before large assem- 
blages, he had made himself the most lucid 
and effective reasoner of his day before 
small groups of: intellectual listeners. — 

From Princeton Madison went back to 
his father’s estate in Virginia. Puny, sen- 
sitive, religious, he could not join the young 
squires of the neighborhood in the racing, ’ 
drinking, hunting, gaming, and cockfightig 
which Washington, with his more norma) 
scope of human instinct, tolerated to the 
point of participation.

But before the lightning rod wagon came 
up with the gang of,men prepared for the 
execuiion of the job the farmer frequently 
had heard from some of these papers. The 
local banker most often called his attention 
to one of them, It was a regular promissory.

By T. P. O’Connor, 


It would be difficult to say for certain, with- 


out a hint from statistical authority, whether 


there are more deaths fn the year In French 
plays than fn English. but the impression one 
gets, as merely an occasional witness of the 
productions from Paris, ts that the play- 
wrights of the “ gay city ” are sworn among 
themselves that the Interests of the serious 
drama are only propertly served by plays that 
end in murder or suicide. or both. The 
habitual playgoer of Paris is probably proof 
against this tmpression, his familiarity with 
the characteristics of his country’s dra- 
matists torether with his wide acquaintance 
with the French theater generally, breeding 
in him an indifference, or rather an Insensi- 
bility, to the things that strike the more 
watchful stranger. Judging French the- 
atricals as we see them done over here, 
serious dtama would not be recognised as 
Parisian goods if its final curtain descended 
upon a living hero and a living heroine. The 
mortality among the principal characters in 
French drama is simply appalling. 


Mme. Bernhardt has had what is proba 
the greatest experience of all tragediennes 
in the simulation of suicide. Her deaths by 
self-administered poison total up roughly to 
10,000: she has jumped into the scenic artist's 
Seine over 7,000 times: she has sent over 5,000 
bullets into her head from a revolver: and 
nearly the same number of daggers has the 
great actress, to the Inexpressible sorrow of
